This  Report  refers  to  the  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages  registered 
during  the  year  1867  in  the  101(3  districts  into  which  Scotland  is  divided 
for  the  purposes  of  registration,  and  also  to  the  Vaccination  of  the  chil- 
dren born  during  the  year  1866. 

114115  Births,  69024  Deaths,  and  225 21  Marriages  were  registered  in 
Scotland  during  the  year  1867  ; and  when  these  numbers  are  compared 
with  the  estimated  population,  it  appears  that  the  proportion  of  births  con- 
siderably exceeded  the  average  of  the  ten  previous  years,  that  the  propor- 
tion of  deaths  fell  below  the  average,  while  the  marriages  were  in  the 
exact  average  proportion  of  the  ten  previous  years. 


BIRTHS. 

114115  Births  were  registered  in  Scotland  during  the  year  1867, 
being  the  largest  annual  number  of  births  ever  entered  on  the  Scottish 
Registers.  Assuming  that  the  population  of  Scotland  to  the  middle  of  the 
year  was  3170769  persons,  this  would  indicate  a proportion  of  3-595  births 
in  every  100  persons,  or  359  births  in  every  ten  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  This  is  a proportion  considerably  above  the  average  birth-rate 
of  the  ten  previous  years,  which  was  only  at  the  rate  of  351  births  in  every 
ten  thousand  persons. 

The  cause  of  this  high  proportion  of  births  may  be  seen  by  examining 
Table  I.  It  will  be  observed  that,  from  1855  to  1862  inclusive,  the  birth 
and  marriage  rates  in  Scotland  were  wonderfully  stationary,  averaging

about  347  births  and  67  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  In  1863 
the  proportion  of  marriages  increased  to  71  in  every  ten  thousand  persons, 
and  has  continued  from  71  to  75  ever  since;  and  coincident  with  this, 
the  proportion  of  births  has  advanced  from  347  to  360  births  in  every  ten 
housand  persons.  The  increased  annual  proportion  cf  marriages  lias  there- 
in been  the  cause  of  the  increased  proportion  of  birth?. 
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Of  tlie  114115  births,  67953  were  registered  in  the  126  Town  Districts 
(which  embrace 'all  the  towns  with  populations  of  3000  and  upwards  at  the 
census  of  1861),  while  only  46162  births  were  registered  in  the  890  Rural 
Districts,  which  embrace  the  remainder  of  the  population  of  Scotland.  This 
indicates  a birth-rate  equal  to  395  births  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in 
the  Town  Districts,  but  only  that  of  318  births  in  a like  population  in  the 
Rural  Districts.  Here  also  the  proportion  of  births  closely  corresponded  to 
the  proportion  of  marriages  in  the  respective  populations. 

Of  the  114115  births,  103103  were  legitimate,  and  11012  illegitimate, 
thus  indicating  that  9*6  per  cent,  of  the  births  were  illegitimate.  As  usual, 
the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  was  greatest  in  the  Rural  Districts  ; for, 
while  only  9*4  per  cent,  of  the  births  were  illegitimate  in  the  Town,  9*9  per 
cent,  were  illegitimate  in  the  Rural  Districts.  (Table  III.) 

Table  IV.  shows  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  several 
divisions  and  counties  of  Scotland,  and  generally  accords  with  the  returns 
of  former  years.  Thus,  while  the  lowest  proportion  of  illegitimacy  prevails 
in  the  counties  embraced  in  the  Northern  and  North-Western  Divisions  of 
Scotland,  the  highest  proportion  prevails  in  the  counties  embraced  by  the 
North-Eastern  and  Southern  Divisions.  Four  counties  had  under  5 per 
cent,  of  illegitimate  births,  viz.  Shetland  3*5  per  cent.,  Orkney  and  Ross 
and  Cromarty  each  4*5  per  cent.,  and  Sutherland  4^9  per  cent  ; while 
eight  counties  had  above  12  per  cent,  of  illegitimate  births,  viz.  Elgin  and 
Kinross  each  12’7  per  cent.,  Dumfries  14*2  per  cent.,  Banff  14’6  per  cent.,

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Kincardine  15  per  cent.,  Aberdeen  and  Kirkcudbright,  each  15*1  per  cent., 
and  W igtown  17*7  per  cent.  The  two  counties  which  are  the  great  centres 
of  our  commercial,  mining,  and  manufacturing  interests,  viz.  Renfrew  and 
Lanark,  only  respectively  show  7T  and  8*6  per  cent,  of  illegitimate  births. 

Of  the  children  born  during  the  year,  58609  were  boys  and  55506 
girls,  showing  that  105’5  boys  were  born  for  every  100  girls.  Notwith- 
standing this  excess  of  boys  at  birth,  their  mortality  is  so  much  higher 
than  that  of  girls  that  the  numbers  of  the  sexes  are  equalized  about  the 
eighteenth  year  of  life  ; and  in  the  population  above  that  age  the  propor- 
tion of  females  greatly  exceeds  that  of  the  males,  from  the  males  emigrat-

ing  and  dying  in  higher  proportions  than  females. 

The  greatest  daily  number  of  births  occurred  during  the  months  of 
April,  May,  and  June  ; the  smallest  number  during  the  months  of  Sep- 
tember, November,  and  December. 


DEATHS. 


69024  Deaths  were  registered  in  Scotland  during  the  year  1867,  being 
in  the  proportion  of  2T45  deaths  in  every  100  persons,  or  214  deaths  during 
the  year  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  The  average  death-rate  of  the  ten 
previous  years  was  218  deaths  in  every  ten  thousand  persons,  so  that  the 
mortality  during  1867  has  been  below  the  average.  The  death-rate  in 
England,  though  higher  than  that  of  Scotland,  was  also  below  its  average 
during  the  past  year,  seeing  that  219  deaths  occurred  in  every  ten  thousand 
persons,  the  average  of  the  ten  previous  years  being  225  deaths  in  a like 
population. 

The  Town  and  Rural  Districts  exhibited  a striking  difference  in  the 


proportion  of  deaths.  Thus,  of  the  69024  deaths,  44453  occurred  in  the 
126  Town  Districts,  but  only  23571  in  the  8b0  Rural  Districts.  These 
numbers,  compared  with  the  respective  populations,  indicate  that  258 
deaths  occurred  during  the  year  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  the 
Town,  but  only  162  deaths  in  a like  population  in  the  Rural  Districts. 
One  might  have  expected  that,  when  the  general  mortality  over  the  country 
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was  lower  than  in  former  years,  both  Town  and  Rural  Districts  would 
equally  have  participated  in  the  improvement.  Table  IV.,  however,  shows 
that  this  was  not  the  case  ; for  the  average  mortality  in  the  Town  Districts 
during  the  past  ten  years  is  there  shown  to  be  255  deaths  in  every  ten 
thousand  persons,  whereas  the  proportion  during  1807  was  258  deaths  in  a 
like  population.  The  mortality  in  the  towns,  therefore,  instead  of  decreas- 
ing with  the  general  lowering  of  the  mortality,  and  falling  below  the  ave- 
rage, was  somewhat  above  it.  The  improvement  in  the  mortality  of  the 
Rural  Districts  was,  however,  striking,  seeing  that,  while  the  mean  death- 
rate  of  the  Rural  Districts  for  the  ten  previous  years  was  170  deaths  in 
every  ten  thousand  persons,  during  the  past  year  only  162  died  in  a like 
population. 

It  has  been  often  pointed  out  in  these  Reports,  that  the  agent  which 
has  the  most  powerful  effect  on  the  mortality  is  the  temperature.  Its 
influence  for  good  or  for  evil  is  far  more  potent  than  that  of  any  epidemic 
(excepting  perhaps  cholera)  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  Scotland  are  liable. 
This  influence  of  weather  will  be  more  especially  noticed  afterwards,  but  it 
may  here  be  stated,  that  during  the  past  vear  the  month  of  January  pre- 
sented the  lowest  mean  temperature,  viz.  31°*8,  and  the  lowest  temperature 
during  that  month  was  — 6°  in  the  shade,  and  the  average  daily  deaths  far 
exceeded  that  of  any  other  month,  numbering  238  daily.  As  the  weather 
improved  the  daily  deaths  diminished  till  they  attained  their  minimum  in 
September,  when  only  157  persons  died  daily;  and  the  mortality  increased 
with  the  fall  of  the  temperature,  the  daily  deaths  amounting  to  169  in 
October,  174  in  November,  and  195  in  December.  This  effect  of  tempera- 
ture is  observed  on  almost  all  diseases,  both  those  which  are  considered 
epidemic  and  those  styled  local,  the  lowering  of  the  temperature  increasing 
the  prevalence  and  fatality  of  both  classes. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION. 

As  the  births  amounted  to  114115,  and  the  deaths  to  69024,  the 
natural  increase  of  the  population  by  excess  of  births  over  deaths  amounted 
to  45091  persons.  From  that  number,  however,  ought  to  be  deducted  all 
those  who  emigrated  from  Scotland  during  the  year  to  England,  Ireland, 
the  colonies,  or  foreign  countries.  Ho  means  at  present  exist  for  ascertaining 
the  number  who  emigrate  to  England,  Ireland,  or  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
or  who  join  the  army,  navy,  or  merchant  shipping.  The  Emigration 
Commissioners  only  ascertain  the  number  of  emigrants  who  sail  from  ports 
at  which  there  are  emigration  officers,  and  the  returns  from  the  other  ports 
are  consequently  very  defective.  From  the  Annual  Return  of  the  Emigra- 
tion Commissioners,  it  would  appear  that  during  the  year  1867  there  emi- 
grated from  the  ports  of  Great  Biitain  and  Ireland  195953  persons,  of 
whom  88622  were  ascertained  to  be  of  Irish  origin,  55494  English,  12866 
Scottish,  and  31193  foreigners,  while  the  origin  of  7778  persons  was  not 
distinguished.  If  532  be  added  to  the  12866  Scottish  emigrants  as  the 
proportion  of  persons  whose  nativity  was  not  ascertained,  the  Scottish  emi- 
grants would  amount  to  13398,  which,  deducted  from  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  would  make  the  increase  of  the  population  during  the  year  to 
amount  to  31693  persons,  or  about  14000  more  than  the  probable  increase. 
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MARRIAGES. 

22521  Marriages  were  registered  in  Scotland  daring  the  year  1807, 
being  in  the  proportion  of  70  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons 
of  the  estimated  population, — a proportion  considerably  less  than  has 
occurred  since  1862.  The  ruinous  strikes  and  loeks-out,  and  the  general 
dulness  of  trade,  apparently  led  to  this  result;  for  the  high  rate  of  wages 
demanded  by  the  operatives  in  numerous  trades  made  it  impossible  for  the 
native  trader  to  compete  with  the  foreign  producer  or  manufacturer,  so  that 
they  were  obliged  to  close  their  establishments  till  the  workmen  should 
agree  to  a reduction  in  their  wages.  The  proportion  of  marriages  is  one  of 
the  surest  barometers  whereby  the  comparative  prosperity  of  our  trades  and 
manufactures  in  different  years  may  be  tested  ; for,  whenever  our  trades  and 
manufactures  are  in  a flourishing  condition,  marriages  increase,  but  the 
moment  they  become  depressed,  marriages  decrease. 

Of  the  22521  marriages,  14458  were  contracted  in  the  12G  Town 
Districts,  and  80G3  in  the  890  Rural  Districts.  This  indicates  a marriage- 
rate  of  84  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  the  Town,  but  only 
that  of  53  marriages  in  a like  population  in  the  Rural  Districts. 


HEALTH  OF  THE  POPULATION. 

The  health  of  the  population  has  been  good  during  the  year  1867, 
and  the  mortality  below  the  average  of  the  ten  previous  years.  During  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  the  death-rate  was  considerably  above  the  average, 
but  this  arose  solely  from  the  severity  of  the  wintry  weather  increasing  the 
deaths  from  all  diseases,  and  not  from  the  prevalence  or  fatality  of  any 
epidemic.  During  the  three  remaining  quarters  of  the  year  the 
;y  was  below  its  average,  and  none  of  the  diseases  to  which  the 
epithet  u epidemic  ” is  applied  was  more  prevalent  than  usual. 

As  far  as  can  be  learned  from  the  Registrars’  Notes,  and  from  returns 
from  the  principal  towns,  it  would  appear  that  Continued  Fever,  in  i ! s 
various  forms  of  Typhus,  Enteric,  Gastric,  etc.,  was  less  prevalent  than  usual, 
and  its  mortality  low.  Measles  and  Hooping-cough  were  not  more  prevalent 
than  customary,  while  Small-pox  was  less  known  than  it  had  been  for 
years.  Indeed,  it  is  questionable  whether  above  124  persons  fell  victims  to 
the  disease  over  all  Scotland,  and  these  chiefly  infants  who  died  from  the 
disease  before  they  could  be  vaccinated.  This  striking  fact  is  a strong 
argument  for  shortening  the  period  allowed  for  vaccinating  infants  ; for 
half  of  the  deaths  from  Small-pox  might  probably  have  been  saved  to  the 
country,  had  the  guardian  of  the  child  been  bound  bv  law  to  have  it  vac- 
cinated before  three  months  had  expired  from  its  birth,  instead  of  the  period 
being  fixed  at  six  months  as  at  present. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  Scarlatina,  in  several  counties, 
assumed  the  epidemic  type  and  the  malignant  form,  and  added  considerably 
to  the  mortality. 

The  heats  of  summer  or  of  autumn  were  not  so  great  as  materially  to 
increase  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery,  and  Cholera.  These 
diseases  only  greatly  extend  when  the  mean  temperature  rises  above  58°. 
But  there  were  only  two  weeks  during  the  year  when  the  mean  temperature 
was  above  58°,  viz.  the  week  ending  29th  .June,  and  that  ending  31st 
August,  and  even  then  the  mean  temperatures  were  respectively  only  58°*5 
and  580,2.

There  can  be  little  doubt  but  that  the  weather  is  the  great  regulator  of 

n c? 


the  mortality  in  Scotland,  and  that  two  or  three  months  of  very  low  tem- 
perature, or  a month  of  very  high  temperature,  do  more  to  raise  the  mor- 
tality than  the  existence  of  any  epidemics.  The  high  temperature  directly 
induces  those  epidemic  diseases  which  we  name  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery,  and 
Cholera;  while  the  extremely  cold  weather  increases  the  prevalence  and 
fatality  of  all  diseases,  whether  they  be  epidemic  or  sporadic.  It  is  of  great 
importance,  therefore,  that  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  character  of  the 
weather. 

During  the  greater  part  of  January  keen  frosts  prevailed,  the  ground 
was  covered  with  snow,  and  the  falls  of  snow  were  occasionally  so  heavy  as 
to  arrest  traffic.  This  kind  of  weather  came  on  suddenly  on  the  30th 
December  1806,  on  the  wind  changing  from  south-west  to  north-east.  The 
temperature  occasionally  fell  very  low  during  January,  the  lowest  tempera- 
ture noted  being  — 6°,  or  38  degrees  below  the  freezing  point  of  water. 
The  frost  and  snow  continued  uninterrupted  from  the  last  day  of  December 
I860  till  the  evening  of  the  23d  of  January  1867,  when  the  balmy  south- 
west winds  regained  the  mastery,  a rapid  thaw  set  in,  and  the  snow'  dis- 
appeared so  rapidly,  that  by  the  25th  most  of  the  hills  were  clear  of  snow. 
The  mild  weather  which  came  with  these  south-westerly  breezes  continued 
till  the  close  of  the  month.  The  cold  weather  which  prevailed  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  January  depressed  the  mean  temperature  of  the  month 
to  31°'8,  and  thus  caused  it  to  be  5°*3  below  the  mean  of  previous  years. 
But  the  mean  temperature  of  the  frosty  period  was  about  28°. 

During  the  previous  month  (December  1866)  the  mean  temperature 
had  been  40o,6,  and  205  persons  died  daily  ; but  the  reduction  of  mean  tem- 
perature in  January  to  31°*8,  increased  the  deaths  to  238  daily.  In  other 
words,  the  fail  of  mean  monthly  temperature  by  9 degrees  increased  the 
monthly  deaths  in  Scotland  by  1016. 

February  was  an  unusually  mild  month,  with  the  wind  almost  con- 
stantly from  the  south-west ; the  mean  temperature  was  therefore  un- 
usually high,  viz.  410,4,  or  30,8  above  the  mean  of  former  years.  On  the 
24th,  however,  the  wind  veered  to  the  north  end  north-east,  bringing  with  it 
frost  and  occasional  falls  of  snow.  The  high  mean  temperature  of  .February, 
as  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  month,  had  a marked  effect  in 
reducing  the  deaths,  for  under  the  mild  temperature  only  210  persons  died 
daily;  or,  in  other  words,  allowing  for  difference  in  the  length  of  the 
month,  a rise  of  10”*4  of  mean  temperature  caused  a monthly  saving  of  777 
lives  in  Scotland. 

The  keen  east  and  north-east  winds  which  prevailed  during  almost  the 
whole  of  March  rendered  it  a cold  ungenial  month,  notwithstanding  the 
much  greater  warmth  of  the  day  temperature  under  the  potent  influence  of 
the  fsun’s  rays.  Its  mean  temperature  thus  fell  to  36°*2,  presenting  the 
anomaly  of  being  50,2  below  the  temperature  of  February,  and  3°*3  below 
the  mean  of  former  years.  The  mortality  kept  exact  pace  with  this  re- 
duction of  temperature;  for  the  daily  deaths,  which  numbered  only  210 
during  February,  rose  to  217  daily  during  March.  In  other  words,  Feb- 
ruary, with  its  high  mean  temperature  of  41°*4,  registered  only  5887 
deaths ; March,  with  its  much  lower  mean  temperature  of  36°*2,  registered 
6719  deaths. 

April  was  a cold,  ungenial,  rainy  month,  with  a more  clouded  sky,  less 
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sunshine,  and  more  rain  than  usual.  The  mean  temperature  was,  however, 
somewhat  higher  than  usual,  viz.  45°*3 ; but  this  was  caused  by  the  nights 
being  less  cold,  from  the  clouded  sky  arresting  the  radiation  of  caloric  from 
the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  range  of  temperature  was  consequently 
20,4  less  than  the  average  for  the  month.  Under  the  milder  mean  tern- 
perature  the  deaths  fell  to  208  daily. 

May  was  also  a cold  ungenial  month,  particularly  during  its  latter  half. 
During  the  first  and  second  weeks  south-west  winds  prevailed,  and  during 
their  continuance  vegetation  advanced  rapidly.  During  the  latter  half, 
however,  cold  easterly  winds  prevailed,  and  in  all  the  higher  parts  of  the 
country  frost  occurred  almost  every  morning,  blighting  vegetation.  During 
the  month  the  weather  in  Scotland  was  often  the  very  opposite  of  that  in 
England.  Thus,  during  the  second  week,  while  the  mean  temperature  in 
the  Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scotland  was  from  49°  to  52°,  that  of  London 
and  the  English  towns  was  from  60°  to  (13°,  the  usual  difference  due  to 
latitude  being  two  degrees  only.  The  mean  temperature  of  May  being 
47°*5,  or  two  degrees  higher  than  that  of  April,  the  deaths  fell  to  194  daily. 

dune  had  a lower  mean  temperature  than  the  average  of  former  years, 
viz.  54°*3,  with  a greater  amount  of  cloud,  less  sunshine,  smaller  daily  range 
of  temperature,  and  less  rain,  yet  with  a greater  amount  of  humidity  of  the 
atmosphere.  The  close  heat,  from  the  high  humidity  of  the  atmosphere, 
was  for  some  days  very  oppressive,  particularly  on  the  11th  ; yet  such  was 
the  hazy  state  of  the  atmosphere,  that  on  that  day  the  highest  degree  of 
temperature  noted  in  the  self-registering  thermometer  was  75°.  In  many 
parts  of  the  country  frost  was  observed  on  the  morning  of  the  21st.  The 
more  genial  mean  temperature  allowed  the  deaths  in  Scotland  to  fall  to  174 
daily. 

July  was  a warm  genial  month  till  the  13th,  when  a rainy  period  set 
in,  the  rain  continuing  to  fall  almost  constantly  till  the  24th.  In  many 
places  on  the  21st,  from  1 J to  2 inches  of  rain  fell  in  24  hours.  This  rainy 
period  was  followed  by  a cold  period,  which  continued  till  the  close  of  the 
month  ; and  the  cold  east  winds  which  then  prevailed  so  reduced  the  tem- 
perature, that  the  mean  temperature  of  the  month  was  only  54°*S,  or  two 
degrees  below  the  mean  of  former  years. 

August  was  the  warmest  month  of  the  year,  having  a mean  temperature 
of  570,4;  but  there  was  a great  deficiency  of  sunshine,  from  the  sky  being 
more  clouded  than  usual. 

September  differed  very  little  in  its  weather  from  its  ordinary  character 
in  former  years,  and  its  mean  temperature  of  530,4  was  four  degrees  below 
the  mean  of  August. 

The  mortality,  ns  usual  in  those  years  when  the  mean  temperature  does 
not  rise  above  58°,  attained  its  minimum  in  September,  when  only  157  persons 
died  daily  in  Scotland. 

The  weather  during  the  remaining  months  did  not  deviate  materially 
from  its  ordinary  character,  and  the  year  closed  without  the  mean  tempera- 
ture of  any  week  being  so  low  as  32°;  indeed,  the  coldest  was  the  first  week 
of  December,  when  the  mean  temperature  was  35°*5,  the  closing  week  of 
the  year  having  a mean  temperature  of  410,9. 

Smart  frost  occurred  on  the  3d  and  4th  October,  mowing  down  the 
garden  flowers  and  arresting  vegetation.  Cold,  bleak,  misty  days  followed 
till  the  18th,  when  the  balmy  enjoyable  weather  known  as  the  Indian 
Summer  commenced,  and  continued  till  the  close  of  the  month  Under  its 
influence  the  mean  temperature  rose  from  45°  to  50°. 
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November  entered  with  cold  north-west  winds,  but  on  the  whole  the 
winds  were  less  keen  than  usual,  the  air  was  clearer,  there  was  less  cloud, 
less  mist,  less  fall  of  rain,  less  humidity  of  atmosphere,  and  more  sun- 
shine than  usual,  rendering  the  month  less  unpleasant  than  our  ordinary 
Novembers. 

December  was  on  the  whole  a mild  month,  with  strong  westerly  and 
south-westerly  breezes,  occasionally  rising  into  hurricanes. 

With  the  fall  of  temperature  the  mortality  increased,  so  that  October,  with 
its  mean  temperature  of  4l5°*4,  had  169  deaths  daily  in  Scotland  ; November, 
with  its  mean  temperature  of410,6,  had  174  deaths  daily;  while  December, 
with  its  mean  temperature  of  38°*£,  had  its  deaths  raised  to  195  daily. 

Table  VI.  shows  the  chief  points  of  the  meteorology  of  Scotland  during 
the  year,  as  well  as  for  each  of  the  months  of  the  year.  By  that  Table  it 
appears  that,  during  1867,  the  mean  barometric  pressure,  corrected  to  the 
sea-level  and  to  32°  Fahr.,  was  29  872  inches.  The  mean  temperature  was 
450,7,  being  more  than  half  a degree  lower  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
The  highest  temperature  noted  at  any  station  in  the  protected  thermometer 
was  85°,  and  the  lowest  — 6°.  The  mean  of  the  day  temperatures  was 
51°*5,  and  the  mean  of  the  night  temperatures  40°*0,  giving  a mean  daily 
range  of  1 1 °*5.  The  highest  temperature  in  the  sun,  noted  in  the  black- 
bulb  thermometer  exposed  to  its  direct  rays,  was  135°,  or  6°*4  less  than

* As  few  or  no  Marriages  are  contracted  in  Scotland  on  Saturday  or  Sunday,  these  days  are  excluded  from  each 
month  in  calculating  the  daily  number  of  Marriages. 
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during  the  previous  year  ; and  the  greatest  degree  of  cold  during  the  night, 
noted  in  the  black  thermometer  exposed  on  the  grass,  was  — 9",  or  5°  lower 
than  during  the  previous  year.  Rain,  sleet,  or  snow  fell  on  182  days,  with 
a mean  depth  of  water  of  38*52  inches,  being  2*89  inches  of  water  less  than 
during  the  previous  year.  The  sun  shone  during  1518  hours  during  the 
year,  and  the  mean  humidity  of  the  air  was  86.  Easterly  winds,  on  the 
average,  blew  100  days  during  the  year,  or  six  days  more  than  during  the 
previous  year;  and  westerly  winds  174  da  vs,  or  six  days  less  than  during 
1866. 


EIGHT  PRINCIPAL  TOWNS  OF  SCOTLAND. 

The  Registrars  in  the  Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scotland  make  weekly 
returns  of  the  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  entered  on  the  Registers  ; and 
as  these  specify  the  sex,  age,  condition,  and  cause  of  death,  they  enable  us 
to  form  a good  idea  of  the  diseases  which  are  prevailing  over  the  country. 

BIRTHS  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

39012  Births  were  registered  in  the  Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scot- 
land during  the  year  1867,  being  in  the  very  high  proportion  of  411  births 
in  every  ten  thousand  persons  of  the  estimated  population  of  these  towns, 
being  the  exact  proportion  of  the  previous  year.  Till  1863  the  birth-rate 
in  the  Eight  Towns  had  been  very  steady,  being  in  the  proportion  of  383 
births  annually  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  ; but  from  that  date  it  lias 
steadily  advanced,  till  in  1865  it  attained  the  proportion  of  410  births  in 
every  ten  thousand  persons,  while  in  1866  and  1867  it  lias  maintained  the 
high  proportion  of  411  births  in  a like  population.  This  increase  seems  to 
be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  by  the  increase  of  marriages  during  that 
period.  They  also  had  remained  stationary  till  1863,  when  they  suddenly 
rose  from  85  to  94  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons,  while  in  1865 
and  1866  they  even  attained  the  high  proportion  of  100  marriages  in  a like 
population. 

The  birth-rate  varied  in  the  several  towns.  (See  Table  on  p.  29.) 
Thus,  for  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  each  of  these  towns,  there  were 
315  births  during  the  year  in  Perth,  365  in  Paisley,  367  in  Edinburgh, 
397  in  Aberdeen,  420  in  Glasgow,  428  in  Leith,  471  in  Dundee,  and  485 
in  Greenock. 

Of  the  39012  births  in  the  Eight  Towns,  35168  were  legitimate,  and 
3844  illegitimate,  thus  indicating  that  9*8  per  cent,  of  the  births  were  ille- 
gitimate. The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births,  however,  varied  greatly  in 
the  several  towns.  Thus,  in  Greenock,  only  G per  cent,  of  the  births  were 
illegitimate,  in  Leith  6*5  per  cent.,  in  Paisley  8*2,  in  Glasgow  9*7,  in 
Perth  10,  in  Edinburgh  1 0*1,  in  Dundee  11*1,  and  in  Aberdeen  14  percent. 

The  greatest  monthly  number  of  births  occurred  during  April 
and  May  ; the  fewest  during  the  months  of  September,  November,  and 
December.  Of  the  children  born  during  the  year,  20039  were  boys,  and 
18973  girls,  showing  that  the  sexes  were  born  in  the  proportion  of  105*6 
boys  for  every  100  girls.  (See  Table  on  p.  36.) 
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DEATHS  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

23511  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year 
1837,  being  in  the  proportion  of  279  deaths  in  every  ten  thousand  persons 
of  the  estimated  population.  This  is  below  the  mean  of  the  twelve  previous 
years,  which  was  at  the  rate  of  281  deaths  in  every  ten  thousand  persons, 
and  is  greatly  below  the  death-rate  which  prevailed  during  the  years  1864, 
1865,  and  1836,  when  Fever  was  epidemic.  (Table  VII.) 

The  death-rate  varied  considerably  in  the  several  towns.  Thus,  in 
every  ten  thousand  persons  in  each  town,  there  died  during  the  year  211 
persons  in  Perth,  243  in  Aberdeen,  271  in  Edinburgh,  276  in  Leith,  281 
in  Paisley,  288  in  Glasgow,  295  in  Greenock,  and  298  in  Dundee.  (Table 
VIII.)  A comparison  of  the  death-rates  in  the  several  towns  for  the  past 
ten  years  proves  that  the  mortality  in  the  Eight  Towns  does  not  rise  and 
iall  simultaneously  ; for,  while  the  mortality  during  the  past  year  has  been 
below  its  average  in  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Greenock,  and  Perth,  it  has  been 
above  its  average  in  Edinburgh,  Dundee,  Paisley,  and  Leith. 

Of  the  26511  who  died  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year,  11382, 
or  43  per  cent.,  were  under  5 years  of  age.  This  proportion,  however, 
varied  greatly  in  the  several  towns.  Thus,  in  Perth  only  30*2  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  were  under  5 years  of  age,  in  Aberdeen  32'3  per  cent.,  in 
Edinburgh  37‘5  per  cent.,  in  Paisley  40*2  per  cent.,  in  Greenock  42*4  per 
cent.,  in  Leith  44’4  per  cent.,  in  Glasgow  46*4  per  cent.,  and  in  Dundee 
16*8  per  cent.

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This  mode  of  calculation,  however,  gives  no  correct  idea  of  the  com- 
parative death-rates  of  the  children  in  the  several  towns.  It  is  necessary, 
therefore,  to  compare  the  deaths  under  5 years  of  age  with  the  number  of 
children  at  the  same  ages  who  are  living  in  each  of  these  towns.  This  is 
shown  in  Table  IX.,  the  number  of  the  children  under  5 years  of  age  in 
each  town  being  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  By  that  Table  it 
appears  that  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  children  under  5 years  of  .age  died  in 
Perth  during  the  year,  6*3  per  cent,  in  Aberdeen,  7’9  per  cent,  in  Paisley, 
8’7  per  cent,  in  Edinburgh  and  in  Greenock,  8*8  per  cent,  in  Leith,  9*6 
per  cent,  in  Glasgow,  and  10’G  per  cent,  in  Dundee. 

The  Zymotic  (epidemic  and  contagious)  class  of  diseases  proved  fatal 
to  5539  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  (allowing  for  the  not-specified 
causes)  constituted  21  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  or  cut  off  59  persons  during 
the  year  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  This  class  of  diseases,  like  those 
affecting  the  respiratory  organs,  is  proportionally  far  more  fatal  to  the 
very  young  of  the  population.  Thus,  of  the  5539  persons  who  died  from 
the  Zymotic  class  of  diseases,  3407,  being  (51*5  per  cent.,  were  under  5 
years  of  age;  and  a total  of  4254,  being  76*8  per  cent.,  were  under  20 
years.

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The  relative  proportion  of  deaths  from  the  Zymotic  class  of  diseases 
varied  greatly  in  the  Eight  Towns.  Thus,  in  Perth  only  12*83  per  cent, 
of  the  specified  causes  of  death  were  attributed  to  the  Zymotic  class  of 
diseases,  in  Aberdeen  15*51  per  cent.,  in  Greenock  19*25  per  cent.,  in 
Edinburgh  21*44  per  cent.,  in  Dundee  21*60  per  cent.,  in  Glasgow  21*79 
per  cent.,  in  Paisley  23*89  per  cent.,  and  in  Leith  26*38  per  cent.  (Table 
X.)  By  referring  to  Table  XI.  it  will  be  seen  that,  if  the  deaths  from 
the  Zymotic  diseases  be  compared  with  the  population,  the  same  general 
conclusion  is  arrived  at,  viz.  that  the  mortality  from  that  class  was  lowest 
at  Perth,  highest  at  Leith,  seeing  that  in  every  ten  thousand  persons,  27 
only  died  from  Zymotic  diseases  at  Perth,  but  73  at  Leith. 

Of  the  several  epidemic  diseases,  Small-pox  only  cut  off  62  persons  in 
the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year,  being  the  smallest  number  of  deaths 
from  that  disease  since  the  Registration  Act  came  into  operation.  Nothing 
could  show  in  a more  striking  light  the  beneficial  effects  which  have  even 
already  resulted  from  the  Vaccination  Act  in  Scotland.  Every  year  since 
that  Act  came  into  operation  the  deaths  from  Small-pox  have  become  fewer 
and  fewer;  and  even  now  the  disease  is  chiefly  kept  up  by  parents  and 
guardians  neglecting  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  within  a month  or 
six  weeks  after  birth, — a neglect  favoured  by  the  Act,  which  allows  six 
months  to  elapse  before  a penalty  can  be  inflicted  for  the  neglect  of  vaccina- 
tion. Small-pox  has  this  peculiarity,  that  the  younger  the  child  the  more 
it  is  liable  to  the  disease,  and  the  greatest  number  of  victims  are  children 
who  are  still  nursing.  The  disease  is  also  kept  up  by  a certain  proportion 
of  the  adult  population  being  unprotected  by  vaccination.  It  is  gratifying, 
however,  to  observe  that  only  four  deaths  from  Small-pox  occurred  in  Edin-

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burgh,  2 in  Aberdeen,  4 in  Greenock,  1 in  Leith,  and  none  in  Paisley  or 
Perth,  while  only  17  occurred  in  Dundee,  and  34  in  Glasgow. 

Typhus  and  its  allied  Fevers  was  the  most  fatal  of  the  epidemics  during 
the  past  year,  cutting  off  1362  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  con- 
stituting 5'2  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  or  15  deaths  in  every  ten  thousand 
persons.  The  mortality  from  Typhus  and  allied  Fevers  was  lowest  in  Perth, 
and  highest  in  Paisley  and  in  Leith  ; for,  while  the  deaths  from  that  disease 
constituted  only  2'85  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  in  Perth,  they  constituted 
7T7  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in  Paisley  and  in  Leith. 

The  different  varieties  or  forms  of  Continued  Fever  are  never  absent 
from  the  people,  although  during  different  epidemics  one  or  other  variety 
takes  the  lead,  and  characterizes  the  epidemic.  Thus,  during  the  past  year, 
of  the  1362  deaths  tabulated  under  Typhus  and  Infantile  Fever  in  the 
Eight  Towns,  892  were  Typhus  or  Spotted  Fever,  393  were  Enteric, 
Gastric,  or  Typhoid  Fever,  26  were  Relapsing  Fever,  19  were  Simple 
Continued  Fever,  7 were  certified  as  Febricula,  and  24  were  Infantile 
F ever. 

Hooping-cough  was  the  next  most  fatal  of  the  epidemics  in  the  Eight 
Towns,  having  cut  off*  898  persons,  852  of  whom  were  under  5 years  of  age. 
'That  disease  thus  caused  3’4  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in  the  Eight  Towns. 
Dundee  and  Paisley,  but  especially  the  former,  suffered  severely  from 
Hooping-cough,  9’4  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in  Dundee,  and  5*9  per  cent, 
in  Paisley,  having  been  caused  by  it.  In  Perth  and  Greenock,  which 
suffered  least,  the  mortality  from  Hooping-cough  was  respectively  1*7  and 
1'8  per  cent,  of  the  deaths.  * 

Scarlatina  proved  fatal  to  877  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns,  of  whom 
586  were  under  5 years  of  aoe  and  275  between  5 and  20  years.  Scarlatina 
is  therefore  a disease  which  tends  to  attack  children  at  a somewhat  more 
advanced  period  of  life  than  Hooping-cough.  Scarlatina  was  not  equally 
prevalent  in  all  the  towns  ; for,  while  Perth  and  Aberdeen  had  only  an 
occasional  case,  it  prevailed  as  a fatal  epidemic  in  Leith,  the  deaths  there- 
from constituting  5’3  per  cent,  of  the  specified  causes  of  death.. 

751  deaths  occurred  from  Measles  in  the  Eight  Towns,  Leith  and 
Edinburgh  being  the  two  towns  which  suffered  the  highest  mortality  from 
the  disease.  Thus,  in  Edinburgh  the  deaths  from  Measles  constituted  4*7 
per  cent,  of  the  specified  causes  of  death,  but  5’9  per  cent,  in  Leith. 
Leith  lias  therefore  been  particularly  unhealthy  during  the  past  year, 
three  of  our  most  fatal  epidemic  diseases,  viz.  Typhus,  Scarlatina,  and 
Measles,  having  been  more  prevalent  and  fatal  in  it  than  in  any  other  of 
the  Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scotland. 

Only  163  deaths  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Eight  Towns  during 
the  year,  being  the  lowest  mortality  from  that  disease  since  1861. 

604  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  61  from  Dysentery,  and  43  from  Cholera, 
were  registered  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year.  These  diseases  occur 
at  all  seasons,  but  always  manifest  a decided  increase  during  the  warmer 
months  of  the  year.  When  the  mean  temperature,  however,  does  not  rise 
above  58°,  the  mortality  of  these  diseases  remains  low  ; and,  consequently, 
the  low  mean  temperature  of  our  summer  and  autumn  months  lias  allowed 
the  mortality  of  these  diseases  to  fall  lower  than  that  of  the  two  previous  years. 

Of  the  other  Zymotic  diseases,  Croup  caused  341  deaths,  Erysipelas 
98,  Metria  or  Childbed  Fever  71,  Influenza  48,  Syphilis  81  (of  which  62 
were  Congenital),  Rheumatic  Fever  36,  Purpura  11,  Ague  10,  Thrush  8, 
Worms  7,  Noma  7. 
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Of  the  diseases  of  uncertain  seat,  Dropsy  caused  396  deaths,  Cancer 
384,  Haemorrhage  of  which  the  seat  was  not  stated  58,  Abscess  79,  Ulcer 
15,  Mortification  51,  Fistula  7,  and  Gout  5.  It  is  somewhat  singular  that 
the  relative  mortality  from  Cancer  in  Edinburgh,  but  especially  in  Aberdeen, 
should  be  much  higher  than  in  the  other  towns  ; for,  while  only  one  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  in  Glasgow  was  attributed  to  Cancer,  the  proportion 
was  2*2  per  cent,  in  Edinburgh,  and  2*9  per  cent  in  Aberdeen. 

The  Tubercular  diseases  caused  4788  deaths  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and 
thus  constituted  18*36  per  cent,  of  the  specified  causes  of  death,  or  51  deaths 
during  the  year  in  every  ten  thousand  persons. 

Of  the  diseases  belonging  to  this  class,  Consumption,  or  Phthisis,  was 
the  most  fatal,  cutting  off  3389  persons  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus,  of 
itself,  constituting  13  per  cent,  of  the  deaths.  Nothing  can  be  conceived 
more  diverse  than  the  varying  mortality  from  this  disease  in  the  several 
towns,  being  lowest  in  Leith,  and  highest  in  Aberdeen  and  Perth,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  deaths;  but  lowest  in  Leith,  and  highest  in  Greenock,  in 
proportion  to  the  population.  Thus,  of  the  specified  deaths  in  each  town, 
7*54  per  cent,  died  from  Phthisis  in  Leith,  9*94  in  Edinburgh,  12*67  in 
Paisley,  13*10  in  Greenock,  13*79  in  Glasgow,  13*93  in  Dundee,  15T5  in 
Perth,  but  15*56  per  cent,  in  Aberdeen.  If  compared  with  the  population, 
however,  it  appears  that  in  every  ten  thousand  persons  in  each  town,  21 
died  from  Consumption  during  the  year  at  Leith,  27  in  Edinburgh,  32  in 
Perth,  35  in  Paisley,  37  in  Aberdeen,  39  in  Glasgow,  41  in  Dundee,  but 
43  in  Greenock. 

Of  the  other  diseases  belonging  to  this  class,  Hydrocephalus  caused 
834  deaths,  Tabes  Mesenterica  378,  and  Scrofula  187. 

Diseases  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system  caused  2170  deaths  in  the 
Eight  Towns,  and  thus  constituted  8*32  per  cent,  of  the  specified  causes  of 
death.  As  compared  with  the  population,  the  mortality  from  these  diseases 
was  lowest  in  Glasgow,  and  highest  in  Leith.  Of  these  diseases,  Convulsions 
caused  490  deaths,  Paralysis  567,  Apoplexy  419,  undefined  Brain  Disease 
402,  Cephalitis  157,  Epilepsy  72,  Insanity  28,  Delirium  Tremens  23, 
Tetanus  8,  and  Chorea  4 deaths. 

1181  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood-vessels, 
which  thus  constituted  4*5  per  cent  of  the  mortality. 

Inflammatory  affections  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused  4809  deaths 
in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  thus  constituted  18*4  per  cent,  of  the  mortality. 
In  proportion  to  the  population  the  mortality  from  this  class  of  diseases  was 
lowest  in  Perth,  highest  in  Glasgow.  Thus,  out  of  every  ten  thousand 
persons  in  each  of  the  towns,  there  died  during  the  year  from  inflammatory 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  29  in  Perth,  33  in  Aberdeen,  39  in  Leith, 
40  in  Paisley,  43  in  Dundee,  44  in  Edinburgh,  50  in  Greenock,  but  63  in 
Glasgow. 

Bronchitis  was  the  most  fatal  of  this  class  of  diseases,  causing  3437 
deaths,  and  thus  presented  the  anomaly  of  being  for  this  year  at  the  head 
of  the  diseases  causing  death,  seeing  that  its  deaths  exceed  those  arising  from 
Phthisis  itself.  It  thus  constituted  13T8  per  cent,  of  the  specified  causes  of 
death,  or  cut  off  during  the  year  37  persons  in  every  ten  thousand. 

Of  the  other  diseases  belonging  to  this  class,  Pneumonia  caused  869 
deaths,  Asthma  218,  Pleurisy  58,  Laryngitis  53,  and  undefined  Disease  of 
the  Lungs  174. 

In  former  years  it  was  found  that  about  one-third  of  the  deaths,  or  34 
per  cent.,  was  caused  annually  by  those  diseases  which  prove  fatal  through 
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the  respiratory  organs.  During  the  past  year  this  proportion  has  been 
slightly  exceeded for  above  a third  of  the  deaths,  or  35*7  per  cent.,  were 
caused  by  such  diseases,  including  the  inflammatory  affections  of  the  respira- 
tory organs,  Consumption,  Hooping-cough,  Croup,  and  Influenza. 

Of  the  other  diseases,  Teething  caused  572  deaths,  Enteritis  392, 
Disease  of  Liver  246,  Kidney  Disease  351,  Diseases  of  Bones  and  Joints  78, 
Rheumatism  61,  Stomach  Diseases  322,  Jaundice  52,  Ileus  88,  Hernia  37. 

Including  the  71  deaths  from  Metria,  194  mothers  died  in  childbirth 
during  the  year,  showing  that  one  mother  died  for  every  201  children  born 
alive,  being  very  nearly  five  deaths  in  every  thousand  mothers. 

825  deaths  were  ascribed  to  violent  causes  in  the  Eight  Towns,  which 
thus  constituted  3T  per  cent,  of  the  mortality.  Of  these,  326  were  caused 
by  Fractures  and  Contusions,  124  by  Drowning,  93  by  Burns  and  Scalds, 
36  by  Intemperence,  42  by  Want  of  Breast  Milk,  30  by  Poison,  26  by 
Wounds,  19  by  Hanging,  69  by  Suffocation,  5 by  Cold,  1 by  Privation  of 
Food,  and  54  to  other  violent  causes  not  included  in  the  above. 

MARRIAGES  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

8867  Marriages  were  registered  in  the  Eight  Towns  during  the  year 
1867,  being  at  the  rate  of  93  marriages  in  every  ten  thousand  persons.  This 
is  a lower  marriage-rate  than  occurred  during  the  three  previous  years,  but 
much  higher  than  prevailed  in  any  of  the  years  1855  to  1862  inclusive. 

The  proportion  of  marriages  in  the  several  towns,  in  general,  indicates 
very  closely  their  general  commercial  prosperity  during  the  year.  But 
though  it  was  known  that  trade  had  been  depressed,  and  that  Glasgow  and 
Greenock  had  suffered  in  this  respect  rather  more  than  other  towns,  we 
were  not  prepared  to  expect  such  a large  reduction  in  the  proportion  of 
their  marriages  as  is  shown  in  the  Table  at  p.  29.  According  to  that 
Table,  four  of  the  towns,  viz.  Dundee,  Leith,  Edinburgh,  and  Paisley, 
had  a higher  proportion  than  Glasgow  and  Greenock.  Thus,  in  every 
ten  thousand  persons  in  each  of  these  towns,  only  85  marriages  occurred 
in  Greenock,  87  in  Aberdeen,  88  in  Perth,  89  in  Glasgow,  90  in  Paisley, 
97  in  Edinburgh,  102  in  Leith,  and  111  in  Dundee.  Speaking  gene- 
rally, it  may  be  said  that  the  prosperity  of  the  jute,  flax,  and  hemp 
manufactures  in  Dundee,  and  the  increasing  trade  at  Leith,  and  the 
large  number  of  hands  employed  on  the  extension  of  the  docks,  sufficiently 
accounts  for  the  high  proportion  of  marriages  in  these  towns;  while 
the  large  number  of  hands  thrown  out  of  employment  in  Greenock  and 
Glasgow,  from  the  arrestment  of  the  iron-ship  building,  and  the  general 
dulness  of  trade  there,  accounts  for  the  low  proportion  of  marriages  in  these 
towns. 


WEATHER  IN  THE  EIGHT  TOWNS. 

So  much  space  has  already  been  devoted  to  the  account  of  the  weather, 
and  its  influence  on  the  mortality  over  Scotland,  that  little  need  be  added 
relative  to  the  same  subject,  or  its  influence  on  the  mortality  in  the  towns. 
We  have,  however,  the  means  of  tracing  more  accurately  the  close  connection 
of  weather  with  mortality  in  the  towns,  inasmuch  as  returns  of  the  deaths 
and  of  the  weather  in  the  Eight  Towns  are  published  weekly,  and  it  is 
very  instructive  to  note  the  close  connection  between  the  number  of  deaths 
weekly  and  the  mean  temperature.  The  influence  of  the  weather  on  the 
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mortality  may  be  almost  said  to  be  summarized  in  the  influence  of  mean 
temperature,  for  every  other  atmospheric  phenomenon  is  more  or  less 
connected  with,  or  dependent  on,  the  mean  temperature, — or  rather,  the 
mean  temperature  is  the  conjunct  result  of  all  other  atmospheric  pheno- 
menon. 

The  effect  of  temperature  on  the  weekly  mortality  in  the  Eight  Towns 
is  shown  in  Table  XII.  In  studying  that  Table,  however,  it  is  necessary 
to  observe,  that  though  a sudden  fall  of  temperature  manifests  immediately 
its  deleterious  effects  on  the  human  frame,  a day  or  two  frequently  elapses 
before  the  person  dies  or  his  death  is  registered  ; consequently,  if  the  fall 
of  temperature  occurs  at  the  beginning  of  the  week,  the  deaths  registered 
during  t lie  week,  in  general,  accurately  express  the  effect  of  the  fall  of 
temperature,  but  if  the  fall  occurs  at  the  close  of  a week,  we  must  look  to 
the  deaths  registered  during  the  following  week  to  see  the  full  effects  of 
that  depression  of  temperature.  Thus,  during  the  week  ending  5th 
January,  the  lowest  temperature  occurred  on  the  5th,  and  consequently, 
though  the  mean  temperature  of  the  second  week  was  nearly  5 degrees 
higher  than  that  of  the  first  week,  the  deaths  registered  were  641,  whereas 
in  the  first  week,  ending  on  the  5th,  they  numbered  602.  The  coldest  week 
during  the  year  was  that  ending  19th  January,  the  mean  temperature  of 
which  was  27°*9  ; but,  as  the  low  temperature  continued  to  its  very  close,  it 
was  the  following  week  which  registered  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  viz. 
705,  the  deaths  registered  during  the  third  week  having  been  597.  A 
week  of  mild  mean  temperature,  viz.  43°*5,  occurred  on  the  week  ending 

2nd  February,  and  the  deaths  fell  to  562,  having  on  the  last  week  of 

January  been  705,  under  the  low  mean  temperature  of  33°*8.  The 

continuance  of  mild  weather  during  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  weeks 

of  February,  during  the  last  of  which  the  mean  temperature  was  45n*7, 
allowed  the  deaths  to  fall  to  509.  Four  cold  weeks  occurred  after  this 


TABLE  XII.

ia  March,  the  mean  temperature  slowly  and  regularly  descending  till  it 
reached  the  mean  of  33°*  1 and  330,9,  the  greatest  cold  being  on  the  21st, 
and  the  consequence  was  that  the  deaths  gradually  increased  under  the 
cold  weather  till  they  reached  612  on  the  week  ending  30th  March.  After 
this,  milder  weather  set  in ; the  mean  temperature  rose,  and  varied  during 
April  from  43°  to  47°,  and  the  deaths  decreased,  so  that,  on  the  last  week 
of  April,  they  numbered  481  only 

A careful  study  of  this  Table  will  show  that  the  closest  possible 
connection  exists  between  mean  temperature  and  mortality,  and  that  in 
this  country,  it  is  cold  which  has  the  most  baneful  effects  on  health.  In 
countries  where  the  summer  heats  are  very  great,  the  hot  months  are  the 
most  fatal  to  the  human  race,  because  the  heat  encourages  attacks  of 
various  bowel  complaints,  viz.  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery,  and  Cholera.  Even 
in  Scotland  this  tendency  of  the  mortality  to  increase  under  the  influence 
of  a warm  temperature  is  noticed,  but  in  general  the  increased  deaths  from 
that  cause  are  so  few,  that  they  do  not  materially  increase  the  general 
mortality,  nor  invalidate  the  general  statement,  that  in  this  country  our 
most  deadly  enemy  is  cold:  Thus,  during  one  week  alone,  viz.  that  ending 

17th  August,  the  mean  temperature  was  61°T,  being  57°*5  the  week 
previous,  and  570,9  the  week  following.  During  that  hot  week  the  deaths 
rose  to  441,  having  been  409  the  previous,  and  405  the  following  week. 
The  above  examples  may  suffice  to  prove  the  general  truth  of  the  facts 
brought  under  consideration,  and  the  Table  will  speak  for  itself. 

Table  XIII.  is  drawn  up  with  the  view  of  showing  the  influence  of 
weather,  but  especially  of  mean  monthly  temperature,  on  the  mortality  of 
different  diseases  and  classes  of  disease  in  the  Eight  Towns,  and  is  worthy 
of  special  study,  because  it  tends  to  confirm  all  that  has  already  been  stated 
with  regard  to  the  influence  of  temperature  on  the  general  mortality,  and 
to  prove  that  temperature  has  as  powerful  an  effect  in  this  country  on  each 
disease  and  class  of  diseases  as  it  has  on  the  general  mortality,  and  that  even 
those  diseases  which  we  call  epidemics  are  subject  to  the  very  same  law  of 
temperature  as  those  diseases  which  have  universally  been  recognised  as 
local,  such  as  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Enteritis,  etc.  Thus,  the  Zymotic 
diseases,  which  caused  in  the  Eight  Towns  398  deaths  in  June,  caused  480

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in  December  and  518  in  January,  the  coldest  month.  Scarlatina,  which 
caused  50  deaths  in  July,  caused  i 59  in  December.  Typhus,  which  caused 
90  in  June,  caused  140  in  January,  the  coldest  month.  Diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  which  caused  192  deaths  in  August,  caused  538  in 
December,  and  712  in  January.  Brain  diseases,  which  caused  157  deaths 
in  August,  caused  235  in  December.  And  Old  Age,  which  caused  89 
deaths  in  August,  caused  118  in  December  and  177  in  January,  the  coldest 
month. 


VACCINATION  IN  SCOTLAND,  1866. 

This  Report  has  reference  to  the  vaccination  of  children  born  in 
Scotland  during  the  year  1866,  a considerable  proportion  of  whom  must 
necessarily  have  been  vaccinated  during  the  year  1867. 

By  the  Scottish  Vaccination  Act,  26°  and  27°  Viet.  c.  108,  six 
months  are  allowed  to  elapse  from  the  birth  of  the  child,  before  the 
parents  or  guardians  incur  a penalty  for  not  having  the  child  vacci- 
nated. In  consequence,  however,  of  the  difficulties  attending  communi- 
cation between  one  part  and  another  of  the  Insular,  and  of  many  High- 
land parishes,  the  Board  of  Supervision  were  properly  empowered  to 
extend  the  period  in  these  cases,  and  they  have  availed  themselves  of 
that  power  with  great  advantage  to  the  inhabitants.  Further  modifications 
of  the  Act,  however,  which  could  not  be  carried  out  without  the  sanction 
of  Parliament,  seem  to  be  desirable  for  the  Insular  parishes.  A regularly 
appointed  vaccinator  can  only  visit  many  of  the  islands  once  a year  at  most, 
and  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  more  inaccessible  islands,  two  years  elapse 
before  a visit  can  be  paid.  In  such  cases  the  people  themselves  try  to  carry 
out  the  demand  of  the  Act,  by  taking  mother  and  child  in  open  boats 
across  the  dangerous  currents  which  sweep  round  these  islands,  and  for 
distances  varying  from  ten  to  sixty  miles, — a risk  to  life  which  ought  never 
to  be  incurred,  and  which  ought  not  to  be  demanded  by  the  Legislature. 

As  the  operation  of  vaccination  is  an  extremely  simple  one,  and  the  know- 
ledge of  the  proper  character  of  the  vaccine  pustule  can  be  easily  acquired  by 
any  person  of  ordinary  intelligence,  it  is  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the 
Legislature  whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  modify  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  in  so  far  as  the  Insular  parishes  are  concerned,  so  as  to  empower 
the  clergyman  in  each  parish,  and  the  midwives  in  each  island,  to  be  the 
vaccinators  for  the  said  parish  and  island  ; and  as  the  people  are  miserably 
poor,  the  Parochial  Board  of  each  parish,  or  combination  of  parishes,  ought 
to  pay  such  vaccinator  the  fee  of  Is.  6d.  for  every  child  vaccinated  success- 
fully, and  for  which  he  or  she  has  granted  a certificate  of  successful  vaccina- 
tion, in  terms  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

From  the  vaccination  returns  just  received,  it  would  appear  that 
113730  children  were  born  during  the  year  1866,  and  entered  on  the 
Scottish  Registers.  Of  these,  100408,  being  88’29  per  cent,  of  the  whole, 
were  successfully  vaccinated  ; 579,  being  0’5L  per  cent.,  had  their  vaccina- 
tion postponed  from  ill  health,  or  other  causes;  589,  being  0*51  per  cent., 
were  found  insusceptible  of  vaccination, — 332  from  constitutional  insuscepti- 
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bility,  30  from  having  previously  had  Small-pox,  and  227  from  having  been 
previously  vaccinated ; 9433  children,  being  8*29  per  cent,  of  the  whole, 
died  before  vaccination  could  be  performed  ; while  2721,  being  2*40  per 
cent.,  had  been  removed  from  the  district  before  vaccination  could  be 
enforced,  or  were  otherwise  not  accounted  for.  (Table  XI Y.) 

This  statement,  however,  does  not  show  the  true  success  of  the  Vaccina- 
tion Act  in  Scotland,  for  what  we  want  specially  to  know  is  not  the  pro- 
portion of  successful  vaccinations  to  the  total  births,  but  what  proportion  of 
the  children  who  survived  their  sixth  month  of  life,  were  protected  by 
vaccination.  Table  XV.  is  drawn  up  with  the  view  of  showing  this  fact, 
and  from  the  totals  in  it  are  deducted  all  the  children  who  died  before  vac- 
cination could  be  performed.  From  that  Table  it  appears,  that  of  the 
104297  surviving  children,  whose  births  in  186G  were  entered  on  the 
Registers,  100408,  being  9G’27  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  were  successfully  vac- 
cinated. But  to  this  number  ought  to  be  added  the  332  who  were  found

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insusceptible  of  vaccination  (for  such  persons  are  equally  insusceptible  of 
Small-pox),  the  30  who  had  Small-pox,  and  the  227  who  had  been  previously 
vaccinated.  This  would  give  a total  of  100907  children  protected,  as  far  as 
may  be,  from  the  ravages  of  Small-pox,  being  96*83  per  cent,  of  the  surviv- 
ing children  of  1866. 

This  is  a slightly  higher  proportion  than  during  the  two  previous  years, 
and  is  a most  gratifying  result,  seeing  that  it  proves  how  fully  the  statute 
lias  been  carried  into  effect,  and  that  the  people  themselves  are  doing  all  in 
their  power  to  aid  the  authorities  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
By  these  Tables  it  is  seen  that  little  more  than  3 per  cent,  of  the  surviving 
children  of  1866  were  unprotected  by  vaccination,  though  it  is  highly  pro- 
bable that  all  those  whose  vaccination  was  postponed  from  ill  health  will  be 
subsequently  vaccinated,  and  that  even  some  portion  of  those  lost  sight  of 
by  the  Registrars,  in  consequence  of  having  removed  from  the  district,  may 
also  have  been  vaccinated.  This  would  therefore  leave  only  2 per  cent,  of 
the  surviving  children  of  1866  exposed  to  the  influence  of  Small-pox.  But 
that  2 per  cent,  belong  to  the  vagrant  population,  whom  it  is  most  desirable 
to  lay  hold  of  and  get  vaccinated,  for  it  is  by  them  that  Small-pox  is  often 
carried  from  town  to  town  and  from  village  to  village.  The  Registrars’ 
Notes  relative  to  the  appearance  of  Small-pox  in  their  districts  have  fre- 
quently taken  notice  of  this  fact,  and  suggested  that  shortening  to  three 
months  from  birth  the  time  allowed  for  vaccination,  would  have  the  effect 
of  bringing  many  of  these  cases  under  the  operation  of  the  Act,  and  secur- 
ing their  vaccination. 

The  Act  has  scarcely  been  long  enough  in  operation  in  Scotland  to 
warrant  us  in  drawing  conclusions  as  to  its  efficacy  in  reducing  the  mortality 
from  Small-pox.  In  so  far  as  appears  on  the  surface,  the  success  has  been 
most  decided;  for  during  the  last  three  years,  while  Small-pox  in  England 
has  been  slaying  its  thousands,  and  a virulent  epidemic  prevailed  in  London 
and  elsewhere  during  the  past  year,  causing  in  London  alone  1332  deaths, 
it  will  be  seen  from  Table  XYI.  that  Scotland  had  only  131  deaths 
from  Small-pox  in  1865,  300  deaths  in  1866,  and  124  deaths  in  1867. 
It  is  quite'true  that  Small-pox  exhibits  waves  of  increase  at  short  periods; 
but  never  since  the  Registration  Act  came  into  operation,  has  Small-pox 
been  so  rare  as  during  the  three  past  years  when  the  Vaccination  Act  was 
in  full  operation. 

A lar^Je  number  of  the  Registrars  have  appended  notes  to  their  returns 
relative  to  the  working  of  the  Vaccination  Act  in  their  districts.  Extracts 
from  several  of  these  are  given  in  the  Appendix.  Generally  speaking,  the 
Act  continues  to  work  satisfactorily,  excepting  in  those  cases  relative  to 
which  some  remarks  and  suggestions  were  made  in  former  Reports,  and  the 
most  clamant  of  which  has  been  again  alluded  to.

ABSTRACT  of  the  METEOROLOGY  of  the  Eight  Principal  Towns  of  Scotland  during  the  several  Months 

of  the  Year  1867. 
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The  absolute  highest  temperature,  viz.  83°-0,  was  noted  at  Perth,  July  10 ; and  the  absolute  lowest,  viz.  10°-2,  at  Aberdeen  on  January  5. 
Notb.  The  figures  under  each  month  are  the  mean  results  from  the  eight  Stations,  as  published  in  the  Monthly  Return 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REGISTRARS’  NOTES  RELATIVE  TO  THE  WORKING 

OF  THE  VACCINATION  ACT. 


I.  NORTHERN  DIVISION. 

1.  Shetland. 

1.  (!•)  Bressay. — The  requirements  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  are  strictly  and  punctually 
attended  to. 

3.  (1.)  Dunrossness — Vaccination,  in  gene- 
ral, is  carefully  attended  to  by  the  parents,  but 
in  many  cases  the  children  are  more  than  a 
year  old  before  they  are  vaccinated,  as  the  vac- 
cinator only  visits  the  parish  once  in  the  year 
for  that  purpose.  Although  vaccination  is  not 
performed  within  the  statutory  time,  it  is  always 
done  ultimately,  without  having  recourse  to  pro- 
secution, which  is  so  far  satisfactory.  I have  to 
issue  a great  number  of  notices,  but  the  people 
pay  no  attention  to  them,  as  they  cannot  do 
otherwise  than  wait  till  the  vaccinator  comes. 

3.  (3.)  Fair  Isle.  — Vaccination  does  not 
work  here  at  all.  The  vaccinator’s  dwelling  is 
at  Westray,  some  60  miles  distant  by  sea,  and 
he  has  not  visited  this  district  for  two  years; 
and  to  take  women  and  children  into  small 
skiffs  5 feet  8 inches  wide  and  1 foot  8 inches 
deep  (our  only  means  of  conveyance),  across 
such  dangerous  tides,  where  the  Atlantic  and 
German  Oceans  meet,  would  be  little  short  of 
homicide. 

4.  (1.)  Fetlar.  — The  want  of  a resident 
vaccinator  is  felt  to  be  a serious  drawback.  In 
consequence  of  having  to  cross  broad  and 
dangerous  sounds,  the  health  both  of  children 
and  nurses  often  suffer.  In  every  instance  two 
trips  are  necessary,  first  to  get  the  child  vac- 
cinated, and  next  to  have  it  examined ; and, 
when  it  proves  unsuccessful,  as  it  not  un- 
frequently  does,  those  disagreeable  voyages 
must  be  repeated,  in  some  cases  several  times. 
Parents  complain  a good  deal  on  that  account, 
and  think  that  the  vaccinator  ought  to  visit  this 
district  at  least  once  a year,  for  the  purpose  of 
vaccinating. 

4.  (2.)  North  Yell. — The  vaccinator  re- 
sides in  a neighbouring  island,  and  only  with 
favourable  weather  can  children  be  sent  there, 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  months.  There 
will  always  be  difficulties  connected  with  vac- 
cination in  an  island  like  this,  where  there  is  no 
resident  medical  practitioner,  and  where  the 
people  are  unable  to  bear  the  necessary  ex- 
penses consequent  on  bringing  a medical  man 
to  the  place. 

6.  Mid  and  South  Yell Dr.  Locterbagh, 

the  vaccinator  first  appointed  by  the  Parochial 
Board,  resigned  through  want  of  remuneration, 


and  after  many  unsuccessful  efforts,  the  Board 
prevailed  on  Dr.  Saxty  of  Unst  to  vaccinate, 
but  he  being  unable  to  leave  that  island  for 
above  a day  or  two,  requires  the  aid  of  an 
assistant  to  report  whether  successful  or  other- 
wise. At  present  17  remain  unvaccinated  from 
1864,  13  from  1865,  and  25  from  1866,  of  which 
25  only  three  are  as  yet  postponed.  Could  the 
word  competent  be  substituted  in  clauses  1st 
and  30th  of  the  Act  26  & 27  Viet.  c.  108,  for 
the  word  registered,  as  I perhaps  too  fully  and 
earnestly  detailed  September  12th  and  25th 
October  1866,  the  relief  of  this,  and  of  all  such 
isolated  districts  would  be  comfortably  effected, 
the  hands  of  Government’s  friends  strengthened, 
and  much  injury  removed.  Parliament  will  soon 
be  in  session,  and  time  tests  the  merits  of  all 
things. 

12.  (1.)  Walls. — Vaccination  of  one  child, 
Register  1866,  postponed  owing  to  fever  being 
in  the  house.  In  another  case,  the  parent 
(mother  of  an  illegitimate)  is  unable  to  pay  the 
fee,  and  there  are  two  similar  cases  in  Register 
of  1865. 

12.  (3.)  Papa  Stour. — Of  14  births  re- 
gistered in  this  district  in  1866,  four  died  before 
vaccination,  one  has  been  successfully  vac- 
cinated, and  the  others  are  unvaccinated  through 
the  parents’  neglect. 

2.  Orkney. 

13.  Birsay — All  the  children  in  this  district 
whose  births  were  registered  in  1866  have  been 
successfully  vaccinated,  with  the  exception  of 
two,  who  died  before  vaccination.  The  Vac- 
cination Act  is  therefore  evidently  working  well 
in  Birsay. 

15.  Eday  and  Pharay — I may  repeat  what 
I have  stated  before,  that  the  want  of  a qualified 
doctor  stationed  in  the  place,  is  almost  the  only 
difficulty  felt  in  the  working  of  the  Vaccination 
Act  here. 

17.  Firth  and  Stennis. — The  Vaccination 
Act  works  smoothly  in  this  parish.  It  is  ac- 
counted no  hardship  whatever. 

18.  Harray. — The  Vaccination  Act  works 
very  smoothly  in  this  parish.  There  are  no 
postponements,  and  the  only  thing  the  people 
complain  of  is  their  being  obliged  to  pay  the 
statutory  fee  of  2s.  6d.  for  what  they  used  to 
get  done  for  nothing,  and  as  vaccination  had 
been  punctually  attended  to  for  years,  they 
consider  the  Act  quite  unnecessary,  so  far  as  they 
were  concerned. 

26.  Sanday. — There  is  only  one  postponement 
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as  at  31st  December  1867,  an<l  it  would  appear 
that  the  labour  has  been  comparatively  small ; 
but  no  one  but  the  Registrar  fully  knows  what 
amount  of  careful  oversight,  oiling,  spurring, 
and  threatening  has  been  in  operation  to  keep 
all  the  machinery  of  the  Vaccination  Act  in  full 
play,  and  for  all  which  he  is  not  half  paid. 

30.  Stromness. — All  requirements  promptly 
attended  to  by  parents  and  the  medical  man. 

33.  (1.)  Westray. — The  want  of  a medical 
practitioner  in  the  island  at  present  has  made 
unavoidable  delays  in  vaccination.  Every  effort 
is  being  made  with  a view  to  an  early  appoint- 
ment, when  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  the 
working  of  the  Act. 

3.  Caithness, 

42.  'Watten. — Vaccination  is  very  promptly 
attended  to. 

4.  Sutherland. 

45.  Clyne. — The  Act  works  satisfactorily. 

46.  (1.)  Bonar. — During  the  j ear  1 867  a greater 
amount  of  attention  and  punctuality  has  been 
given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Vaccination 
Act  on  the  part  of  the  people  than  during  any 
of  the  previous  years  of  its  working.  Still,  they 
are  far  from  being  so  accurate,  exemplary,  and 
punctual  as  they  ought  to  be,  in  a matter  so 
important  to  themselves  and  their  offspring, 
and  to  all : and  the  dutv  in  this  district  is  com- 

7 •/ 

paratively  easy,  inasmuch  as  the  vaccinator  is 
resident  in  the  village  of  Bonar,  in  the  very 
centre  of  the  whole  district.  The  tendency  still, 
with  the  majority  of  the  parents,  is  to  postpone 
the  duty  until  the  very  end  of  the  sixth  month 
after  the  birth,  although  always  strongly  recom- 
mended by  the  Registrar  to  get  it  done,  if  at  all 
possible,  at  the  end  of  three  months,  so  as  to 
leave  a safe  margin  for  possible  contingencies, 
such  as  indisposition  on  the  part  of  the  child, 
inclemency  of  the  weather,  absence  from  home 
of  the  vaccinator,  and  the  non-success  of  the 
vaccine  operation  on  a first  trial.  There  are, 
indeed,  very  few  rural  parishes  where  the  parents 
have  so  great  facility  for  vaccinating  their  chil- 
dren, at  any  period  of  the  six  months,  as  this, 
because,  as  a general  rule,  they  have  all  to  come 
to  the  village  of  Bonar  where  the  doctor  resides, 
at  any  rate,  for  their  household  and  all  other 
necessaries  of  every  description. 

47.  Dornoch. — With  very  few  exceptions,  the 
Act  is  working  admirably. 


II.— NORTH-WESTERN  DIVISION. 

5.  Ross  and  Cromarty. 

Mainland. 

75.  (1.)  Lochbroom.  — Vaccination  is  better 
understood  and  attended  to  now  than  at  first, 
but  still  there  is  room  for  improvement.  The 
Act  will  always  be  considered  a hardship  in  such 
a wide  and  scattered  parish  as  this,  whether 
viewed  as  to  the  danger  and  trouble  in  taking 
the  infants  to  the  vaccinator,  or  the  expense  of 
sending  the  officer  to  the  infants.  In  either  case 
some  party  will  complain,  and  the  Registrar  has 
no  less  cause  to  grumble  than  others,  for  he  is 
saddled  with  an  immense  extra  amount  of  work, 
for  which  he  is  very  inadequately  paid. 

75.  (2.)  Coigacii. — The  working  of  the  Act  is 
still  a source  of  much  trouble  and  annoyance  to 
the  Registrar,  and  in  all  probability  will  continue 
to  be  so  until  a more  suitable  vaccinator  be 
appointed  for  the  parish  than  the  present  one. 
Except  in  a few  cases,  parents  could  be  made  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Act  if  the  vacci- 


nator could  be  got  to  attend  at  some  convenient 
station  in  the  district,  quarterly,  or  even  half 
yearly,  and  surely  this  would  not  be  a difficult 
task  for  any  young  man.  Notices  have  been 
sent  to  not  a few  of  those  reported  as  “suc- 
cessfully vaccinated.”  The  writing,  care,  and 
anxiety  connected  with  vaccination  in  such  a 
district  as  this  is  great,  and  the  labour  it  entails  is 
almost  gratuitously  performed  by  the  Registrar. 
It  is  hoped  matters  will  get  on  more  smoothly 
by  and  by. 

Insular. 

88.  Stornoway. — In  general,  parties  are  very 
attentive  to  their  duty,  and  the  vaccinators  give 
every  facility  to  parents  and  guardians  in  getting 
their  children  vaccinated. 

6.  Inverness. 

Mainland. 

91.  Ardersier. — In  order  to  have  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  properly  attended  to,  it  is 
necessary  in  many  cases  to  remind  parents  re- 
peatedly, before  the  expiration  of  the  prescribed 
time  of  delivering  the  requisite  medical  certifi- 
cate. 

104.  Laggan. — Vaccination  much  better  at- 
tended to  than  formerly. 

107.  (1.)  Urquhart.  — Vaccination  is  much 
better  attended  to  than  formerly.  There  have 
been  no  prosecutions  under  the  Act  as  yet. 

Insular. 

112.  (1.)  Kilmuir. — A great  many  of  the  young 
people  of  this  island  are  in  the  habit  of  going 
south  in  search  of  employment,  and  have  re- 
peatedly brought  home  with  them  Small-pox, 
which  frequently  spread  through  the  country, 
and  proved  fatal  in  many  cases.  I have  not 
heard  of  even  a single  case  of  Small-pox  that 
proved  fatal  since  the  Act  came  into  operation. 
One  thing  I know,  that  Registrars  have  an 
immense  amount  of  labour  and  trouble  in  con- 
nection with  the  Act,  for  which  they  receive 
neither  fee  nor  reward. 

114.  (2.)  Raasay. — No  vaccinator  or  medical 
man  in  this  island,  which  is  a great  drawback  in 
having  the  Act  wrought  as  it  should  be. 

118.  (1.)  Benbecula. — The  merits  and  advan- 
tages of  the  Act  are  beginning  to  be  a little  more 
appreciated  by  the  people,  yet  there  is  still  a 
good  deal  of  patience  and  labour  required  to 
make  the  letter  and  the  operation  of  it  in- 
telligible to  them. 


III.— NORTH-EASTERN  DIVISION. 

7.  Nairn. 

121.  Auldearn. — There  have  been  fewer  cases 
of  delay  in  sending  the  schedules  this  year  than 
last,  yet  the  number  of  those  to  whom  I had  to 
write,  in  order  to  get  them  in,  was  very  little 
less  than  it  was  last  year. 

8.  Elgin. 

131.  Duffus. — The  Vaccination  Act  works 
well.  Almost  all  the  certificates  were  received 
in  due  time,  and  without  much  trouble.  Only 
one  case  of  postponement  during  the  whole  year. 

132.  (2.)  Rotiuemurchus — Vaccination  well 
attended  to.  No  case  of  default  has  occurred 
since  the  Act  commenced. 

9.  Banff. 

148.  Botriphnie. — I have  very  little  trouble 
with  vaccination,  except  that  the  schedules  are 
not  very  punctually  sent  in. 
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149.  JBoyndie.  — Vaccination  is  wonderfully 
well  attended  to,  but  some  persons  require  to  be 
reminded. 

155.  ( b .)  Glenrinnes. — The  Registrar  finds  no 
difficulty  whatever  in  carrying  out  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  The  Registrar  would,  how- 
ever, respectfully  suggest  to  the  Registrar- 
General  the  propriety  of  the  following  addition 
to  Schedule  A : — “ I,  , hereby  certify 

that  M.  N.,  etc.,  was  vaccinated  by  me  on  (date), 
that  I subsequently  examined  said  child  on  (date), 
and  that  the  vaccination  xoas  successful ,”  or  words 
to  that  effect.  I have  good  reason  to  know  that 
the  vaccinator  too  often  takes  the  parent’s  word 
for  the  success  of  the  vaccination. 

157.  (1.)  Inveravon. — The  only  circum- 
stance worthy  of  special  note,  on  the  part  of  the 
Registrar,  is  the  fact  that  the  requirements  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  entail  upon  him  more  trouble 
and  inconvenience  than  all  the  regulations  of  the 
original  and  subsequent  Registration  Acts,  while 
the  remuneration  is  absurdly  inadequate,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  duties  in  connection  with  the  said 
Act. 

160-  (2.)  Tomintoul.  — Vaccination  was  not 
so  well  attended  to  during  1866  as  in  the  former 
years,  and  I cannot  report  any  improvement  for 
1867.  Of  the  25  cases  of  successful  vaccination, 
16  required  notices  at  the  expiry  of  six  months, 
and  there  were  two  defaulters.  The  Registrar 
has  more  trouble  with  the  vaccination  than  with 
all  the  rest  of  his  duties  put  together. 

10.  Aberdeen. 

168.  (1.)  St.  Nicholas  (Aberdeen).  — The 
operation  of  the  Act  has  hitherto  been  success- 
ful in  this  district,  the  success  being  attributable 
in  a good  measure  to  the  facilities  afforded  by 
the  public  dispensary,  and  by  medical  practi- 
tioners generally,  and  also  to  the  diligence  of  the 
parochial  officers. 

167.  (2.)  Old  Machar  (Aberdeen).  — It 
seems  to  be  the  practice  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion to  give  Schedule  A when  they  find  a child 
with  symptoms  of  successful  vaccination,  though 
the  operation  may  not  have  been  performed  by 
themselves,  hence  the  small  number  of  Schedule  C. 

182.  Coull. — It  continues  in  many  cases  to 
be  necessary  to  send  to  parents  the  statutory 
notice,  pursuant  to  sect.  17,  after  the  six  months 
have  expired.  The  medical  attendant  in  almost 
all  these  cases  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  delay, 
at  least  the  parents  assured  me  that  they  have 
called  upon  him  several  times,  and  have  been  told 
by  him  that  they  have  seven  months,  as  the  Re- 
gistrar need  not  send  the  notice  until  the  end  of 
the  seventh  month.  This  gives  a great  deal  of 
trouble,  and  if  I were  to  wait  in  these  cases  till 
the  child  were  seven  months  old,  the  notice  would 
still  have  to  be  sent.  I have  only  got  Gs.  9d.  for 
all  the  work  of  1866,  which  is  very  little. 

186.  Culsamond.  — The  Act  has  been  par- 
ticularly attended  to  in  this  parish,  so  much  so 
that  the  Registrar  has  only  issued  three  notices 
since  it  came  into  operation. 

199-  Glass.  — Without  exception  the  parents 
have  been  most  observant  of  the  Vaccination 
Act. 

202.  Huntly — Of  the  five  unaccounted  for, 
two  have  left  the  country,  and  three  have  left  the 
parish,  two  of  these  being  the  children  of  vagrants. 

204.  Inverurie. — The  Act  has  worked  singu- 
larly well,  scarcely  a single  case  of  the  certifi- 
cates being  beyond  the  six  months,  and  not  one 
requiring  to  be  reported  to  the  Inspector  of 
Poor.  I never  hear  of  a case  of  unsuccessful 
vaccination  from  insusceptibility ; all  the  post- 
poned cases  arose  from  the  state  of  the  children’s 
health. 


210.  Kino  Edward. — The  returns  are  all 
made  in  course.  A majority  require  to  be  re- 
minded in  terms  of  sect.  17,  being  well  aware 
that  there  is  no  danger  until  in  receipt  of  the 
Registrar’s  notice. 

220.  Lumpiianan. — The  Act  continues  to  be 
carried  into  effect  with  the  harmonious  co-opera- 
tion of  all  parties.  Never  had  to  lodge  a single 
complaint  to  Parochial  Board. 

222.  ( b .)  Millbrex.  — Hitherto  the  Act  has 
been  carried  out  pretty  successfully,  but  great 
trouble  has  often  been  experienced  by  postpone- 
ments and  removals  before  the  expiry  of  six 
months,  whereas,  were  the  time  altered  to  three 
months,  many  of  these  would  not  be  experienced. 
By  the  end  of  five  or  six  months  many  of  the 
children  are  generally  labouriug  under  diseases 
incident  upon  teething,  consequently  postpone- 
ment must  ensue,  producing  a great  deal  of  ill- 
paid  labour  both  to  the  medical  attendant  and 
Registrar. 

240.  STRATnDON.  — There  is  difficulty  in 
working  the  Act  in  this  parish.  The  medical 
practitioner  appointed  by  the  Parochial  Board 
resides  in  a neighbouring  parish,  and  has  often 
a distance  of  nearly  16  miles  to  go  over.  Poor 
parents  are  unable  to  pay  such  fees  as  would  be 
requisite,  and  in  consequence  it  proves  a difficult 
matter  to  bring  them  up  within  the  time. 

11.  Kincardine. 

251.  (1.)  Banchory  - Devenick — No  diffi- 
culty is  felt  in  getting  in  the  schedules. 

251.  (2.)  Portlethen.  — Vaccination  used 
always  to  be  strictly  attended  to  in  this  district 
before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  but  there  is  some 
small  difficulty  in  getting  them  to  vaccinate 
within  the  required  time. 

253.  Benholm.  — The  only  circumstance  I 
have  to  state  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  the  Act  is,  that  in  this  parish  the  number  of 
parents  who  do  not  get  their  children  vaccinated 
until  after  they  have  received  the  Registrar’s 
notice  is  greatly  on  the  increase,  and  such  being 
the  case,  I am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  a much 
greater  remuneration  ought  to  be  granted  to  the 
Registrar  than  has  been  hitherto  given. 

255.  Dunnottar. — The  parents  in  this  parish 
experience  the  greatest  difficulty  in  getting  the 
public  vaccinator  to  vaccinate  their  children 
within  the  time  allowed  by  the  Act,  and  quite  as 
much  trouble  in  getting  the  required  certificate 
to  give  to  the  Registrar. 

258.  (2.)  Cookney. — Every  one  here  is  up  to 
time,  except  the  vaccinator  himself,  through 
whose  neglect  I have  had  to  send  the  notice  to 
parents  whose  children  have  been  for  months 
vaccinated,  and  who  had  paid  the  postage  for  the 
proper  schedule  to  be  sent  to  me. 

266.  Nigg. — The  Registrar  has  had  few  cases 
requiring  notices  for  neglect  of  transmission  of 
certificates  to  be  issued  hitherto. 


IV.— EAST  MIDLAND  DIVISION. 

12.  Forfar. 

284.  Eassie  and  Nevay. — A case  of  postponed 
vaccination  is  yet  running  on  since  April  1865, 
and  there  is  no  indication  when  it  will  terminate. 
The  father  of  the  child  declares  there  has  never 
been  anything  the  matter  with  it,  beyond  a slight 
rash  arising  from  dentition.  We  have  no  resi- 
dent doctor,  but  the  Parochial  Board  appointed 
the  surgeon  of  a parish  adjoining  us  to  act  as 
their  vaccinator,  and  it  is  under  his  care  that 
this  provoking  case  of  endless  postponement  has 
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occurred.  I understand  he  lias  not  even  at- 
tempted to  vaccinate  the  child. 

296.  Kinnell. — Vaccination  continues  to  be 
well  attended  to  in  this  parish. 

301.  Liff,  Benvie,  and  Invergowrie. — 
Duriug  year  1866,  the  Vaccination  Act  has 
wrought  very  smoothly.  The  district  doctor 
has  been  attentive  in  reminding  parties  of  their 
obligations. 

312.  Montrose. — Of  the  two  births  reported 
in  1865  as  removed  from  this  district,  a certifi- 
cate of  successful  vaccination  has  been  received 
for  one.  The  parents  of  the  other  cannot  be 
found. 

317.  Rescobie — Only  one  case  of  postpone- 
ment during  the  four  years,  and  no  case  of 
neglect  on  the  part  of  parents  or  guardians. 

13.  Perth. 

364.  Kincardine. — The  registration  is  care- 
fully attended  to,  both  by  the  parents  and  by 
the  medical  practitioners  of  the  district. 

370.  (2.)  Glenshee. — One  child  was  removed 
from  the  district  previous  to  its  vaccination,  but 
on  application,  a certificate  of  successful  vacci- 
nation was  forwarded  in  due  time. 

385.  Logieaemond. — The  Act  works  very  well 
in  this  district. 

376.  Logierait. — The  Act  has  been  very  well 
attended  to  in  this  parish. 

380.  Methven. — The  Irish  still  give  a great 
amount  of  trouble  in  their  desire  to  avoid  pay- 
ing the  vaccinator’s  fee. 

384.  Moulin. — With  the  exception  of  an  ille- 
gitimate child  born  by  a vagrant,  and  removed 
from  the  parish  prior  to  vaccination,  and  whose 
residence  has  not  yet  been  ascertained,  vaccina- 
tion was  most  successfully  carried  out  during  the 
period  embraced  in  the  return. 

387.  Perth. — There  occurs  to  us  no  circum- 
stance calling  for  special  remark.  We  may  say 
that  in  general  our  certificates  come  in  pretty 
regularly.  We,  however,  have  in  a good  many 
instances  to  resort  to  the  defaulters’  circular, 
numbers  allowing  the  statutory  period  to  expire 
before  they  appear.  As  a slight  check  on  this 
remissness,  we  would  suggest  that,  in  any  future 
bill  being  brought  in,  the  Registrar  be  allowed 
at  once  to  charge  the  circular  fee. 

394.  (a.)  Scone — Parents  generally  careful  in 
having  vaccination  attended  to  in  due  time. 

14.  Fife. 

408.  Ballingrv. — The  Act  has  been  operat- 
ing most  satisfactorily. 

411.  Burntisland. — The  purposes  of  the  Act 
have  been  fully  carried  out,  and  readily  complied 
with. 

426  Dvsart. — Of  the  341  children  whose 
births  were  recorded  in  this  district  during 
1866,  37  died  before  vaccination,  the  remaining 
304  were  successfully  vaccinated,  without  prose- 
cution or  penalty  in  any  case. 

442.  Kirkcaldy. — The  Act  is  now  working 
satisfactorily. 

453.  St.  Andrews  and  St.  Leonards. — On 
the  whole  the  Act  works  well. 


V.— WEST  MIDLAND  DIVISION. 

17.  Stirling. 

479.  (1.)  Falkirk — The  numbers  successfully 
vaccinated  testify  to  the  successful  operation 
of  the  Act  in  this  district. 

490.  Stirling. — The  Act  is  working  very 
well. 


18.  Dumbarton. 

496.  Dumbarton — A very  large  number  of 
persons  still  neglect  to  get  their  children  vacci- 
nated within  the  given  period,  and  during  the 
last  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  send  by  post 
about  100  Registrar’s  notices,  or  about  one  for 
every  four  of  all  the  births  registered.  And  for 
all  this  extra  work  only  one  shilling  has  been 
received  by  the  Registrar.  The  number  of 
postponed  vaccinations  has  also  been  very  great 
— 75,  or  more  than  one  for  every  six  of  all  the 
births  registered.  The  prevalence  of  Scarlet 
Fever  during  the  last  five  months  is  no  doubt 
the  cause  of  such  a large  proportion. 

498.  Kirkintilloch. — Of  the  333  births  regis- 
tered, 290  were  legitimate,  and  43  illegitimate- 
And  of  the  26  cases  of  death  before  vaccination, 
15  were  of  the  former  class,  and  nine  of  the 
latter ; being  about  5 per  cent,  in  the  one  case, 
and  20  per  cent,  in  the  other. 

19-  Argyll. 

Mainland . 

504.  Ardchattan.— Vaccination  is  well  at- 
tended to,  but  long  distances  from  a medical 
officer,  and  inclement  weather  at  times,  cause 
some  little  delay  in  the  performance. 

505.  (1.)  Aharacle. — The  Act  works  well  here 
now,  greatly  owing  to  the  unwearied  exertions 
of  our  excellent  medical  man. 

505.  (2.)  Akisaig. — The  Vaccination  Act  works 
well  in  this  district  generally,  but  the  people 
seem  to  have  got  it  into  their  heads  that  the 
medical  man  is  bound  to  go  to  their  very  doors ; 
so  much  is  this  the  case,  that  on  one  occasion 
the  vaccinator  having  sent  word  to  a part  of  the 
district  (eight  miles  distant)  to  meet  him  at  the 
schoolhouse  there,  only  one  appeared,  and  the 
consequence  is  that  we  have  three  defaulters 
from  that  part  of  the  district.  The  Registrars 
throughout  Scotland  should  unite  in  demanding 
more  than  the  miserable  threepence  an  entry- 
For  my  own  part,  I find  vaccination  more  trouble- 
some than  the  registration  of  births,  etc. 

510.  Dunoon  and  Kilmun. — The  Act  has  been 
pretty  successful. 

512.  Glenorchy  and  Inisiiail.— 22  Births 
were  registered  during  the  year  1866,  and  the 
whole  vaccinated. 

513.  iNVERARAr. — The  provisions  of  the  Act 
much  better  attended  to. 

516.  (2.)  Kilberry. — The  Register  Book  of 
Births  for  1866  contains  14  entries;  12  of  the 
said  entries  have  been  successfully  vaccinated, 
and  two  died  before  vaccination. 

623.  Kilmore  and  Kilbride. — The  Act  is 
working  very  successfully. 

526.  Lochgilphead. — I find  that  the  notices 
which  I send  to  the  dilatory  have  a very  good 
effect.  In  all  cases  I receive  an  instant  reply, 
if  the  parties  have  not  left  the  district.  I prefer 
working  them  up  in  this  way  to  bothering  the 
Inspector  of  Poor. 

532.  Southend. — The  provisions  of  the  Act 
are,  upon  the  whole,  well  attended  to,  although 
in  a few  cases  certificates  have  not  been  sent  in 
within  the  specified  time. 

534.  (2.)  Strachur. — Of  the  23  cases  for  the 
year  1S66,  none  were  unsuccessful  or  postponed, 
which  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  vaccinator. 

535.  Tar bert.— I may  say  the  Act  is  working 
very  well,  except  in  a few  cases,  and  these  chiefly 
among  the  lowest  characters,  who  constantly 
grumble  against  the  charge  of  2s.  6d. 

Insular. 

541.  Kildalton — I have  in  most  cases  to 
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write  before  parents  can  be  got  to  vaccinate 
their  children.  Owing  to  the  kindness  of  the 
vaccinator  we  get  on  exceedingly  well. 

547.  Portnahaven. — The  working  of  the  Act 
gives  more  trouble  than  all  the  rest  put  together, 
and  the  allowance  made  is  no  remuneration 
whatever. 

20.  Bute. 

552.  Cumbray. — There  has  been  nothing  to 
interfere  with  vaccination,  and  there  is  no  com- 
plaint against  the  vaccinator  or  the  fee  charged. 


YI.  SOUTH-WESTERN  DIVISION. 

22.  Ayr. 

578.  Ayr — So  far  as  carrying  out  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Act  is  concerned,  viz.  the  vaccina- 
tion of  the  children  born  in  the  district,  it  works 
well  here.  But  this  success  is  only  achieved  by 
much  labour  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
Registrar,  for  which  the  fee  allowed  is  no  adequate 
remuneration.  For  the  year  1866  I served  97 
notices  on  defaulters,  besides  many  letters  and 
calls  upon  the  three  inspectors  of  the  district. 
With  regard  to  the  16  in  col.  7 (“  Removed  from 
District  before  Vaccination,  or  otherwise  un- 
accounted for,”)  many  of  them  are  the  children 
of  showmen,  hawkers,  and  other  strollers. 

592.  Fenwick. — Vaccination  well  attended  to. 
There  is  little  trouble  in  getting  the  returns 
within  the  six  months. 

597.  Kilmarnock.  — The  Vaccination  Act 
continues  to  work  well  here ; it,  however,  requires 
much  attention,  for  which  there  is  a very  meagre 
remuneration.  Out  of  94.8  births  for  1866,  11 
only  are  unaccounted  for,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year.  I have  great 
doubts  now,  if  reducing  the  time  for  vaccination 
to  four  months  would  be  any  advantage — rather 
otherwise.  The  great  proportion  of  the  cases 
would  be  postponed,  and  that  more  than  once, 
adding  great  additional  attention  and  labour  to 
parents,  medical  attendants,  and  Registrars. 
Therefore  such  an  important  alteration  should 
be  well  considered ; besides,  the  advantage  in 
reducing  the  time  is  not  great. 

616-  Stewarton. — In  many  cases,  as  stated 
by  the  medical  practitioners,  parents,  finding 
they  have  six  months  allowed  for  vaccination, 
put  off  till  reminded  by  the  notice  from  the  Regis- 
trar. Thus  before  the  operation  can  be  certified 
as  successfully  performed,  a second  notice  is  often 
necessary.  No  doubt  this  applies  more  particu- 
larly to  the  poorer  and  more  thoughtless  classes, 
who  in  some  cases  cannot  or  will  not  advance 
the  requisite  fee  for  vaccination,  which  is  another 
cause  of  delay  and  'annoyance  in  securing  the 
certificate. 

617.  Straiton.— Since  the  commencement  the 
Vaccination  Act  has  wrought  well.  Among  the 
miners  and  other  working  classes  the  greatest 
punctuality  exists. 

23.  Lanark. 

622.  (1.)  Maryhill. — The  working  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  is  upon  the  whole  satisfactory. 
In  1866,  out  of  309  births,  only  seven  were  un- 
accounted for. 

622.  (3.)  Shettleston. — The  Vaccination  Act 
is  working  very  well,  the  people  becoming  better 
acquainted  with  it. 

644.  (1.)  Central  District  of  Glasgow. — 
The  only  circumstance  required  to  be  taken 
notice  of  in  the  working  of  the  Vaccination  Act 
iQ  this  district,  is  the  number  of  cases  entered  as 


“ Removed  from  District  before  Vaccination,  or 
otherwise  unaccounted  for.”  These  cases  occur 
chiefly  in  connection  with  children  born  in  the 
Lying-in  Hospital  and  City  Parish  Poorhouse, 
whose  parents  leave  the  district  and  cannot  be 
traced.  Otherwise  the  Act  works  well,  and  seems 
to  give  satisfaction. 

644.  (9.)  Tradeston  (Glasgow). — There  were 
only  eight  defaulters  for  the  six  months  ending 
30th  September  1866,  which  proves  that  the  Act 
is  continuing  to  work  well  in  this  district. 

647.  Hamilton. — One  person  refuses  to  have 
his  child  vaccinated  according  to  the  Act. 

652.  (3.)  Eastern  District  of  Old  Monk- 
land. — The  Vaccination  Act  works  very  suc- 
cessfully, but  the  removal  of  families  during 
strikes  is  a source  of  much  annoyance. 


VII— SOUTH-EASTERN  DIVISION. 

24.  Linlithgow. 

664.  Carriden — The  requirements  of  the 
Vaccination  Act  have  been  remarkably  well 
attended  to,  only  one  failure  since  it  came  into 
force. 

673.  Whitburn — The  Vaccination  Act  has 
worked  very  well  during  the  year  1866. 

25-  Edinburgh. 

674.  Bortuwick — The  working  of  the  Vac- 
cination Act  has  been  highly  successful.  The 
medical  gentlemen  of  the  district  are  ex- 
ceedingly punctual  and  attentive  to  the  statutory 
provisions. 

676.  Cockpen. — The  vaccination  returns  are 
made  with  commendable  regularity.  I have 
only  had  to  complain  of  two  careless  parents, 
who  required  to  be  reminded  of  their  duty  by 
myself  and  the  Inspector  of  Poor. 

681.  Crichton. — The  Act  continues  to  work 
well. 

689.  Invereskand  Musselburgh. — Thepro- 
vision  allowing  ten  days  beyond  the  period  of  six 
months  for  the  reception  of  the  certificate  of  vac- 
cination, operates  very  much  against  the  working 
of  the  Act,  as  it  happens  that  many  individuals 
take  no  thought  of  obtaining  the  certificate  until 
the  arrival  of  the  “ Registrar’s  Notice.”  In  proof 
of  this,  I may  state  that  151  notices  were  issued 
here  in  connection  with  the  1866  Registerk(353 
Births). 

694.  Mid-Calder. — The  parents  of  those  “Re- 
moved from  District  before  Vaccination”  were 
employed  at  railway  and  paraffin  oil  works. 
They  remained  but  a short  time  in  the  parish, 
and  left  without  leaving  any  trace  of  where  they 
had  gone  to.  The  regular  inhabitants  have 
always  shown  a great  desire  to  have  their  chil- 
dren vaccinated,  and  none  of  them  have  required 
compulsion. 

26  Haddington. 

704.  Bolton. — The  Vaccination  Act  works 
well.  The  case  entered  under  col.  seven,  was 
the  child  of  Irish  parents,  who  were  only  a few 
weeks  in  the  parish. 

711.  Innerwick. — From  its  commencement,  I 
have  had  no  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Vaccination  Act.  Parents  are 
very  attentive. 

721.  Stenton. — The  cause  of  so  many  having 
died  before  vaccination  is  that  Bronchitis  was 
very  prevalent. 

27.  Berwick. 

727.  Ayton. — Ever  sinco  the  Act  came  into 
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operation  it  has  gone  on  smoothly,  the  Registrar 
finding  no  difficulty  whatever  in  getting  it  at- 
tended to.  The  Registrar  attributes  this  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  medical  gentlemen  of  the 
parish. 

730.  Chirnside. — The  Vaccination  Act  works 
well. 

737.  Eccles. — This  parish  being  upon  the 
border,  it  happens  frequently  that  children  are 
removed  into  England  before  vaccination.  In 
such  cases  it  is  difficult  to  get  certificates  of 
vaccination. 

739.  Eyemouth. — The  father  of  the  child 
whose  birth  is  recorded  in  No.  71  of  the  Register, 
took  his  child  to  Berwick  (distant  about  7 miles) 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  it  vaccinated  free  of 
charge.  The  instructions  on  the  certificate 
granted  by  vaccinators  in  England,  direct  the 
parent  to  retain  the  certificate.  The  father  did 
so.  The  Parochial  Board  pursued  him  as  a 
defaulter,  but  the  Sheriff  held  that  he  had  not 
broken  the  Scotch  law,  and  the  consequence  is 
that  the  father  has  set  the  Board  at  defiance 
regarding  the  penalties.  The  Sheriff  added 
that  he  regretted  he  could  not  award  something 
to  the  parent  for  the  loss  of  time  the  Board  had 
caused  him. 

743.  Greenlaw — The  Vaccination  Act  would 
work  well  in  this  parish  if  the  vaccinator  would 
punctually  deliver  certificates  to  the  parents. 
In  several  instances  he  has  refused  to  grant 
them,  although  the  children  had  been  successfully 
vaccinated,  and  almost  every  parent  has  had  the 
utmost  difficulty  in  getting  any  certificate. 

756.  Westruther — Vaccination  has  been 
well  attended  to. 

28.  Peebles. 

771.  Traquair. — The  Vaccination  Act  has 
operated  better  during  the  past  year. 

VIII.— SOUTHERN  DIVISION. 

30.  Roxburgh. 

783.  Bowden. — The  Act  works  satisfactorily, 


although  several  Irish  parents  grumbled  much 
at  first  because  of  the  vaccinator’s  fee. 

788.  Ednam. — The  requirements  of  the  Vac- 
cination Act  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily 
since  it  came  into  operation. 

792.  Jedburgh. — The  present  system  of 
vaccination  is  attended  with  much  annoyance 
both  to  parents  and  Registrar,  in  respect  that  in 
many  cases  repeated  applications  are  made  to 
the  medical  men  before  parents  can  get  their 
children  vaccinated,  and  the  delay  in  returning 
the  certificates  in  most  cases  rests  with  the  vac- 
cinators and  not  with  the  parents.  When  the 
statutory  period  has  elapsed,  the  Registrar  is  put 
to  the  trouble  and  expense  of  sending  notices 
and  that  without  any  remuneration. 

794.  Kirktown.  — The  entry  in  column  two 
refers  to  a case  of  postponement  for  the  ninth 
time,  owing  to  an  eruption  on  the  skin. 

31.  Dumfries. 

819.  Dornock.  — It  is  rather  frequently 
necessary  to  serve  the  statutory  notice  upon 
parents ; and  I doubt  not  that,  in  many  of  these 
cases,  the  medical  fee  has  something  to  do  with 
the  delay.  There  are  few  cases  of  postpone- 
ment from  “ unfitness.” 

840.  Lochmaben.  — The  Vaccination  Act 
works  well.  No  defaulters. 

32.  Kirkcudbright. 

859.  Buittle.  — Requirements  of  the  Vac- 
cination Act  well  attended  to. 

862.  Corsock  Bridge.  — The  Vaccination 
Act  is  still  working  well.  I have  had  only  one 
case  to  report  to  the  Parochial  Board  since  it 
came  into  operation. 

866.  Girthon. — The  Registrar  has  consider- 
able difficulty  in  getting  the  vaccination  certifi- 
cates forwarded  within  six  months  of  the  date  of 
birth,  and  has  in  many  cases  to  send  notice  per- 
suant  to  sect.  17  before  obtaining  them. 

868.  Kells. — Vaccination  still  successful. 

871.  Kirkcudbright.  — Many  parents  still 
exceed  the  time  allowed  for  vaccination,  and 
thus  require  notices  sent  them.
